THE MAIL’S POLITICAL POLICY 


The Bassano Mail aims at being a community newspaper. 
It has no present ambitions of becoming a political ‘partisan. 
It dims and hopes at being fair to all parties and biassed to- 
wards none. : 

The father of the present editors, when publishing The Mail 
some ten years ago, did not follow any such policy. However, 
at that time he had been mixed up in polities all his life as a 
working newspaperman. 

The present editors frankly do not consider themselyes suff- 
iciently experienced to advise readers as to wNat their political 
affiliations should, or should not, be. Some editors assume that 
prerogative whether they have the experience and discernment 
or not. We do not choose to follow such a eourse. 

The Mail retains the privilege or free comment on all mat- 
ters, politically or otherwise, but it is our ambition to be fair 
and as impartial as possible. Unfairness gains nothing and 
only creates unnecessary enmity. 


ALBERTA ADOPTS CODE SYSTEM 


The province of Alberta is to experiénce an innovation for 
Canada in that a system of codes for industry and merchandis- 
ing is to be put in force here. According to information that 
has been passed out, these codes will formulate a sort of N.R.A. 
for the province. ; . 

Most people look upon innovations with apprehension and 
many even with resentment. It would thus appear that the 
new proposal has not the united approval of the population of 
this province. But there may be merit in the plan. 

The exposures of the Stevens committee on Price Spreads 
placed before the public gaze the operations of many huge 
mercantile corporations. Goods were purchased or manufae- 
tured from poor quality material at ridiculous prices and re- 
tailed at profits ranging into. several hundred per cent in some 
instances. These huge organizations paid less for poor goods 
and extracted a much greater profit. But the usual run of 
smaller stores were handicapped and made to look like profit- 
eers by the process. Actually the margins of profit made by 
the smaller stores was much less and they had to carry the 
extra burden of extending credits to the purchasers—some- 
thing the huge mercantile corporatians would not do. 

If the code system can correct this state of affairs it will be 
performing a service to the merchants and to the consumers. 
The farmers and the merchants of this province have been 
hardest hit by the depression and both classes have contributed 
more than any others. . 

The Alberta codes will not have the blanket autHority given 
the NRA organization in the United States and will also have 
the shortcomings of that organization as an example to-fuard 
against. If carefully and reasonably cenducted the plan can 
make a valuable contribution to this province. ;

,~ na BREEDING PLACE FOR WARS 


The murders in Marseilles a week or so ago gave Europe 
“the jitters” for several exciting days. The king of Jugo-Slavia 
and the French foreign minister were killed by politi¢al ass- 
assins. Europe held her breath expecting the general unloes- 
ing of the war dogs. 

The Balkan countries have caused the wérld an untold bur- 
den of woe and grief. ‘‘The cockpit of Europe”, it is well- 
named. That area has been a battleground for time immem- 
orial. Attila, “the Scourge of God”, drove along.the Danube 
Basin with his hordes of Huns and over-ran Europe. 

The Goths from the north marched down that fair valley 
reaching eagerly for Istanbul. The fanatic Moors, encircling 
the Mediterranean with mobile armies of desert warriors, 
bivouacked on the shores of the blue Danube. 

The Great War was kindled in the Balkans. Ever since the 
Turks were driven back from the Danube Basin the tiny nations 
in that region have been fighting and plotting against each 
other. 

Jugo-Slavia is a Slavic nation, as the name denotes. “‘TIugo’”’ 
is simply the Russian word for south, This nation was created 
by the Versailles peace treaty and was supposed to include 
friendly kin peoples, the Serbs, Croats and other Slavic tribes. 
Unfortunately the Croats considered themselves ill-used be-

ONTARIO HAS A BEER PROBLEM 


The new government of Ontario has opened up the liquor 
laws of that province and the sale of beer is now permitted in 
“beverage rooms” which are apparently similar to our beer 
Parlors. A large number of these beverage rooms have been 
opened and the temperance forces of Ontario are up in arms 
as a result. 

The results of experiments trying to legislate against liquor, 
over a period of twenty years, has demonstrated that a liquor 
law cannot be effectively enforced. This has resulted in a 
swing back to the other extreme in a number of instances. 
In Alberta a rather sensible course was followed regarding 
liquor with fairly satisfactory results. This pfovince is now 
about as temperate as any. The government sells hard liquors 
and the hotels sell beer by the glass. There has been a flood 
of neither.

In 1812 a young fd was hanged for 
stealing a loaf of bread. Stocks, bolts, 
pillories and shackles were in’ evi 
The jail held debtors as well 
as criminals. 

The whipping post was an institu 
tion. Two hats were stolen and the 
punishment was 39 lashes, but at that 
is was better than hanging. 

David Archibald, first Justice of the 
Peace in Truro, Once gaye the follow 
ing sentence to a thief “the thief 


dence. 


shall be tied to a cart and driven 
from the Hill across the River, down | 
round the Parade, and back to the 
Hill again; and the driver shall use 
the whip more -freely on the thief 
than on the horse.” 

In Halifax, in 1821, a man convict 
ed of forgery, was sentenced to have 
one ear cut off, to stand in the pillory 
an bour and to be imprisoned for a 
year. There were no halfway meas- 
ures in those days! 

In 1841 an act was passed in Huali- 
fax making it unlawful to punish 
people by setting them in the pillory, 
by publicly whipping them, by nail- 
ing their ears to the pillory, or by 
cutting off their ears!

TO DISTRIBUTE TREES AGAIN 

More than 100,000 white spruce 
trees, and some 8,400 green ash will 
be available for distribution next 
spring from the provincial nurseries 
at Oliver, it is announced from the 
forestry branch of th eDepartment of 
Lands and Mines. These trees will be 
distributed on the usual plan adopted 
two years ago, to farmers who have 
wood lots, or to schools, community 
centres, etc. Last year some 34,000 
trees of various kinds were distriput- 
ed from the nurseries, to 228 different 
sources, which jncluded 183 farmers, 
18 schools, - 18 institutions, and 14 
municipalities for community purpos- 
es.
